Director’s  Note 


There  are  very  few  really  good  farces  floating  around  the  drama  canon  so 
when  you  find  one  you  learn  to  really  appreciate  it.  See  How  They  Run  has 
been  delighting  audiences  since  1948  and  while  some  of  the  references  to 
things  like  rationing  (the  British  didn’t  end  rationing  from  WWII  until  the 
1 950’s),  the  feared  Communist  uprising,  and  the  Berlin  Airlift  appear  dated 
to  us  today,  the  actions  of  the  characters  more  than  make  up  for  it.  See  How 
They  Run  recently  enjoyed  a  successful  revival  in  London’s  West  End  and 
proved  once  again  that  laughter  is  a  universal  thing  which  can  cut  across  the 
ages.  If  you’ve  come  to  the  theatre  expecting  realism  and  angst,  you  are 
going  to  be  disappointed.  This  play  succeeds  despite  its  contrived  plot  and 
somewhat  stock  characters.  To  be  honest,  it  is  the  contrived  plot  and  the 
recognizable  characters  which  make  the  play  work.  It  is  like  finding  an  old 
friend  and  remembering  the  crazy  times  you  had  when  you  were  younger 
and  more  innocent.  Enjoy.
